There can be but little donbt that the 


eight hour dajis coming, and the trades 
unions ore not -without some po'vrer and 
influence in the matter of shortening 
the process of evolution. 
Not by tm- 


timely strikes, but by diplomacy and 
energetic campaigning, they can doubt- 
less hasten the .establishment of the 
short workday. 


But the trades unions are greatly 


mistaken -when they declare that an 
eight honr day ivill solve the problem 
of the unemployed. It is difficult to 
see on what this assertion is based. 
Those who demand shorter hours vigor- 
ously claim that production will not be 
curtailed, and that, since they will give 
the employers the same output, wages 
muat remain tha same as under the nine 
or ten hour day. 
They want the same- 


pay for the same amount, of work, and 
all that they assert is that the snmo 
quantity can now bo turned OTit in less 
time. 
If this is true, how will the un- 


employed bo benefited by the change? 
There will be no more room or work for 
them than now. 
Of course this is not 


an argument against eight hours, but it 
shows that it is unwise to make extrav- 
agant claims nud expose oneself to 
the charge of self contradiction. A short 
workday ig a blessing, but we must find 
another solution for tho problem of in- 
voluntary idleness.—V. S. T. in Chi- 
cago Post. 


Union Men -Win Folntfl. 


The Honsesmiths and Bridgemen'a 


union of New York, backed by the Na- 
tional Union of Structural Iron Workers 
and Bridgemen, has already begun the 
preliminary skirmish in the impending 
struggle with the Iron league of this 
city. The local union of 600 outside 
housesmiths and bridgemen has made 
an agreement through its . delegate, 
Thomas Lnnaghau, with the Terry & 
Trench Construction company, New 
York and Chicago, whereby members 
only of the Housesmiths and Bridge- 
men's nnion are to be employed on the 
new 17 story steel building to be erect- 
ed for John T. 'Williams at the comer 
of Broadway and Thomas street. 


The company has also agreed to pay 


Sl>^ cents an hour as the minimum rate 
of wages, and eight hours ia to be tbe 
limit of a day's work. 


The union agrees to furnish compe 


tent men who will not strike. The same 
terms are to apply to all other contracts 
of the company in this city. 


The Passnic Boiling Mill company 


has also agreed with the same union to 
employ none bnt union honsesmiths and 
bridgemen on all -works for which it 
has or may have contracts in this city.

Mr. Dickinson, by his attack upon the 


Reform club of Ne-w York, declaring 
that its gold standard literature had 
been doing the sound money cause In 
the west more harm than all else be- 
side In tbe same Rne, is evidently at 
work to produce a new line of cleavage, 
to establish a middle west. By a "sound 
money" brigade, with Hill as a leader, 
and opposition to gold monometallism 
clearly expressed,'he hopes eventually 
to rally .the., convention and swing It 
aivay-fro'ni''£fie-extreme 'fr*e silver pro- 
gram.'- - --"-•',/••'.' .~.~". 
•--'The' national committee yesterday 
selected a temporary chairman and 
passed upon the contested cases, which 
was brought before It. Unlike the action 
ot the Republican committee In St. 
Louis, It refused to admit the press to 
the sessions o£ the committee, and its 
proceedings were entirely behind closed 
doors. The committee decided to take 
up the contested cases first. 
. . 


There was very little Interest shown in 


them, with the exception of the Michi- 
gan and Nebraska cases. These, it was 
expected, would determine the relative 
strength of the gold and silver men on 
the committee. The Nebraska case was 
settled In favor of the gold men by a vote 
of 26 to 23, which was about a test vote, 
as will be shown later by the vote for 
the temporary chairman. Members of 
the committee who were in favor of the 
gold delegation and voted with the ma- 
jority, said the case was very peculiar, 
as It was very hard to tell which side 
had the regularity, although It was their 
opinion that the gold men had a long 
sorles of precedents, ana should be 
ecated. The contest, however, was der 
cided on a. stralgJH vote as to prefer- 
ence of members of the committee as to 
the gold or silver delegation. The prob- 
abilities are that the convention will 
seat the silver delegation. 


The action of the committee In session 


seating the ffold deleg-atlon from Michi- 
gan was a. surprise to the silver men. 
But one vote ivas cast against the plac- 
ing of the gold delegation on the tem- 
porary roll, and that was cast by Mr. 
Campau, who is one of the silver lead- 
ers of Michigan, a most pronounced sil- 
ver man, and one who has been emphatic 
In his denunciation of the present ad- 
ministration. Mr. Thomas of Colorado 
made the motion to seat the gold dele- 
gation, and 47 members of the national 
committee voted to do so. In view of 
the threats that have been made by the 
silver men that the four delegates-at- 
large from Michigan would be unseated 
In order to cast the vote of that state 
for silver and secure a two-thirds ma- 
jority in the convention. It remains to be 
seen what action they will take, now 
that the silver men on the national com-, 
mlttee, with-one exception, voted to seat 
the gold delegates. 
The other contests 


v/ere of minor importance, and the de- 
cision in each case was In no sense a test. 


Of course, the important feature of the 


meeting of the committee was the selec- 
tion of a temporary- chairman for the 
convention. 4.5 has been generally pre- 
dicted, Senator Hill received a majority 
of votes, and when Chairman Harrlty 
calls the convention to order, he will 
present Hill for temporary chairman. 
The vote in the committee—27 to '£3— 
showed that the silver men were not 
satisfied, and the announcement was 
made that a minority report will be 
presented, and that Mr. Daniel, who was 
defeated in committee, will be made the 
choice of tiae silver men for temporary 
chairman. It means that there will be 
'a fight in the convention as aoon as the 
chtiplaln finishes his prayer.' 


There was an interesting scene In the 


committee 'after Mr. Hill's selection, 
when Mr. Thomas announced the deter- 
mination oC the silver men to elect-an- 
other man, and Inquired of Chairman 
Harrlty if a silver man would be recog- 
nized, to place another man in nomina- 
tion, a question which Mr. "Harrlty re- 
sented as a rejection upon his fairness. 


When Mr. Clayton at Alabama made 


his speech, asking for the ^selection of 
Senator Daniel for temporary.chalrman, 
lie indicated very plainly the purpose ot 
the silver men, by appealing to the gold 
men of the committee not to name aman 
for temporary chairman who was un- 
satisfactory to a majority of'the con- 


vention, and precipitate a fight as soon 
»". the convention Is called to order. The 
committee completed Its work byrselect- 
Ing the. minor officers, to which there will 
be no objections. 


Situation From the Gold View. 


The situation In the eastern gold camp 


has crystallized enough to enable one to 
get more of an Idea of a settled plan 
tl;an h:is hitherto prevailed. The gold 
men will not, aB a body, leave the con- 
vention, and It Is doubtful If any in- 
dividual members take that course. The 
leaders are all against It. although It la 
believed that William C. Whitney would 
be pleased to see another convention 
with a gold standard platform. 
The 


most radical action that the gold stand- 
ard men will take has practically been 
settled, and that Is to follow 'the plan 
adopted by the Montana delegation at 
the national Republican convention in 
St. Louis, to remain in the convention 
hall, with the notification that they will 
act In their individual states as to the 
support of the platform and national 
ticket, as the Democrats of their states 
desire. But even this latter proposition 
is tempered, and the action ma}' r.ot 
take place. If the silver majority does 
not inordinately trample upon the righta 
and privileges of the gold minority. In 
these resolves the gold men say they are 
backed by the unbroken 
Democratic 


principles of majority rule. Such Tam- 
many men as Senator Cantor, Congress- 
man Sulzer and John C. Sheenan assert 
fhat they will abide by what the ma- 
jority does, and will not bolt or refuse to 
vote on any question. The majority ot 
the New York delegates are apparently 
of the same mind, and Massachusetts 
and Pennsylvania, the other leading 
states in the gold movement, are In 
sympathy. 
As to the action of the convention on 


the temporary chairmanship, the dele- 
gates will fight tooth and nail for Hill, 
and they are very chipper with the hope 
that they may secure a number of silver 
votes to aid them. It has been developed 
that gold men, to make a show of fair- 
ness In the convention, will vote to un- 
seat the Nebraska gold men seated by 
the national committee, and will ask 
support In return from the silver men 
for the Michigan gold men and for Hill. 
The silver men on the contrary seem to 
be afraid that there will be a division of 
their forces on the Hill question that 
nay hurt their cause. 
It has been 


rumored that Boles has been dickerln, 
for the eastern vote, and that a few 
silver states that have had Vice Presi- 
dent Stevenson In mind are also looking 
tn New York and other gold states for 
votes. Pennsylvania Is not in this al- 
leged dicker, remaining faithful to Pat- 
tison. Altgeld and Senator Jones are 
most disturbed, and demand a short con- 
vention, but the gold men say that it 
•will be a prolonged one.

to him. The marshal refused to comply 
with hia request nucil O'Brien ibreatened 
tOrhavu him arrested For Jurceny.

The Jfarsbal suspended Brooks fur dis- 


obedience of orders. Tho alderman who 
reported the affair is » member ot the 
committee on police. 


The sequel of the affair is that O'Brien 


has bean served with a summons to appear 
at police court this morning for violation 
of the fallciwing statute: 


"It shalJ be unlawful to display the flag 


or emblfim of any foreign country upon the 
outside of any staLc, county, city or town 
building or publir. school house within 
this common weal tli. Provided, however, 
that when any foreigner aliail become the 
guest of the United States or of this com- 
mon wealth, upon proclamation of the 
governor rhe flag of the country of which 
such public guest shall be a citizen may 
be displayed upon public buildings, but 
not upon public school houses. 


Any person violating the pro-visions of 


this act shall be punished by a fine of not 
more than S20." 


The question to be decided first in court 


is this : Is the structure yec a public build- 
ing? It has not yet been completed, and 
O'Brien has not turned it over to the city. 
The city has paid for the land, but not 
for the building.

A Silver Conference. 


At a conference of silver men last 


nl^ht a committee appointed to visit re- 
calcitrant tlflc-.^ations marie the rounds 
with great dispatch, and returned in 
less than an hour, reporting that they 
had polled some of the missing delega- 
tions, and hud secured the guarantee of 
a sufficient number to swell the total to 
fC2. 
They al?o stated that, while in 


some cases they bad n.H been able to 
make an actual poll on aecuur.t of the 
Impossibility oE seeing Individual dele- 
gates, they had been assured by members 
pf the delegations who were seen that 
there would be a vote of at least T>90. 
This' e'ilmnte, It was stated, \vns en- 
tirely independent of contest;, pnd did 
iiot Include many other delegates. They 
ptill claim over 600 votes. The following 
resolution was unanimously adopted: 
"Resolved. That It is the sense of this 


meeting that the interests of the cause 
of fr?e silver requires that a Demo- 
crat m favor of free silver should be 
elected temporary chairman of the con- 
vention. a.nd that all true and Joyal 
friends of the free coinage of • silver 
should vote for Senator John W. Daniel 
fcr temporary chairman of the conven- 
tion, as recommended by the minority 
report ot the national committee." 


At the close ot the silver conference, 


which occurred at 12 o'clock, Senator 
Jones of Arkansas said: "I feel very 
confident that the promises of the Demo- 
cratic silver men to the country will be 
entirely verified by the proceedings. 
We have assurances of between 600 and 
E50- votes, and we are confident of secur- 
ing enough to swell the vote on tempo- 
rary chairman to about 600.

near the origin of the blaze and the authorities think a rat nest was prob- 
ably the true cause.

Brooks refused and one of the other 


officers, at the marshal's command, took 
it down. 


The sclioolhouse has not been accepted 


by the city,,and it is claimed that the 
marshal had no authority for' his action. 
When O'Brien heard that the flag had 
been hauled down he went to the' police 
station and demanded that it be returned 
to him. The marshal refused to coraplj 
with his request until O'Brien.'threatened 
to liave him airested for larceny.

shal Bailey then handed, over tlio flag, and 
O'Brien again hoisted it over the .building. 


The Marshal suspended Brooks for dis- 


obedience of orders.. The alderman who 
reported the affair is a member of tho 
committee on police. 


The sequel of the affair is that O'Brien 


has been served with a summons to appear 
at police court this morning lor violation 
of the following statute: 


"It shall be unlawful to display the flag 


or emblem of any foreign country upon the 
outside of any stnte, county, city or town 
building or puhlln school. house within 
this commonwealth. Provided, however, 
that when any foreigner shall become the 
guest of the United States or of this com- 
monwealth, upon proclamation of the 
governor r-he flag of the country of which 
such public guest shall be a citizen may 
be displayed upon public buildings, but 
not upon public school houses.- 


Any person violating the provisions of 


this act shall be punished by a fine of not 
more than 820-." 


The question to be decided first in court 


is this; Is the structure yet a public build- 
ing? It has not yet been completed, and 
O'Brien has not turned it over to the city. 
The city has .paid for the land, but not 
for the building.

The Gold Men Making a Desperate 


Fight Against Superior Numbers 
—Whitney Has a Seat—The 
Massachusetts Delegation Split 
10 to 14. 


Chicago. July 9^"Davld B. nill" IB 


the answer which Don Jr. Dickinson 
gave when asked the choice o£ the gold 
men for the presidency. In contraRt 
•with the atUtude ot violent opposition 
to HIM four years ago, -which charac- 
terized all the president's friends, and 
their freely expressed opinions of Hill 
in the lattir'B campaign for the gov- 
ernorship ot New Tork In 1894. this iihows 
the straits to which the sound money 
men ore pusbed In the present conven- 
tion. 


Mr. Dickinson, by his attack upon the 


Reform club of Xew Tork, declaring 
that its sold standard literature had 
been doing the sound money cause In 
the -west inure harm than all else be- 
side In the same fine, Is evidently nt 
•vvurk to produce a new line of cleavage, 
to establish a middle west. By a "sound 
money" brigade, with Hill as a leader, 
anU opposition to sold monometallism 
clearly expressed, he hopes eventually 
to rally the convention and swing it 
away from the extreme frfe silver pro- 
gram. 


The natlo1 al committee yesterday 


selected a L mporary chairman and 
passed upon the contested cases, whioh 
was brought before It. Unlike the action 
of the Republican committee In St. 
Louis, it refused to admit the press to 
the sessions of the committee, and Its 
proceedings were entirely behind closed 
doors. The committee decided to take 
up the contested cases first. 


There was very little interest shown In 


them, with the exception of the Michi- 
gan and Nebraska cases. These, it was 
expected, would determine the relative 
strength of the sold and silver men on 
the committee. The Nebraska case ^vas 
settled In favor of the gold men by a voto 
of 2C to 23. which was about a test vote, 
as will be shown later by the voto for 
the temporary chairman. Members of 
Iho committee "Who were in favor of tho 
gold delegation and voted with the ma- 
jority, said the case was very peculiar, 
as It was very hard to tell which tide 
had the regularity, although It was their 
opinion that the gold men had a long 
Belies of 
precedents, and should be 


Boated. The contest, however, was de- 
cided on a straight vote as to prefer- 
ence o.t iriemuers of the committee as to 
the gold or silver delegation. The prob- 
abilities are that the convention will 
«eat the silver delegation. 


The action of the committee in session 


Beating the gold delegation from Michi- 
gan was a surprise to the silver men. 
But one vote was cast against the plac- 
ing of the sold delegation on the tem- 
porary roll, and that was cast by Mr. 
C'amijau, who Is one of the silver lead- 
ers 01 Michigan, a most pronounced sil- 
ver n-.an. and one who has been emphatic 
lu his denunciation of the present ad- 
ministration. Mr. Thomas of Colorado 
made the motion to seat the sold dele- 
gation, and 47 mcinibt:rs of' the nationaJ 
committee voted to do so. In view o'C 
the threats that have been made by the 
silver m*n that the four delesatea-at- 
Jarge from Michigan would be unseated 
in order to cast the vote of that state 
for silver and secure a two-thirds ma- 
jority in the convention. It remains to be 
seen what action they will take, now 
that the silver men on the national com- 
mittee, with one exception, voted to stat 
the gold delegates. The other contests 
vere o£ minor importance, and the de- 
cision In each.case was in no sense a itst. 


Of course, the Important feature of the 


meeting of the committee was the selec- 
tion of a temporary chairman Tor the 
convention. As has been generally pre- 
dicted. Senator H.U1 received a majorlty 
of votes, and when Chairman Harrity 
calls the convention to order, he will 
present Hill for temporary chairman. 
The vote in the committee—27 to 2o— 
showed that The silver men were not 
satisfied, and the announcement was 
made thai a minority report will be 
presented, and that Mr. Daniel, who was 
defeated In committee, will be made tiie 
choice of the silver men for temporary 
chairman. It means that there will be 
a fight in the convention as soon as the 
chaplain finishes his prayer. 


There was an Interesting scene In the 


committee after Mr. Hill's selection, 
when Mr. Thomas announced the deter- 
mination of the silver men to elect an- 
other man, and inquired of Chairman 
Harrliy If a silver man would be recog- 
nized, to place another man In nomina- 
tion, a question which Mr. Harrity re-' 
sented as a rejection upon his fairness. 


"WTien Mr. Clayton of Alabama made

The gold 
meri will not, as a body, leave the con- 


1 vention, and it Is doubtful If any In- 
| dividual members take that course. The 
' leaders are all aga'Inst It, although It ig 


believed that William C. V/hltney would 
be pleased to see another convention 
with a gold standard platform. Tho 
most radical action that the gold stand- 
ard men will take has practically been 
settled, and that Is to follow the plan 
adopted by, the Montana, delegation at 
the national Republican convention in 
St. Louis, to remain In 'the convention 
hall, with the notification that they will 
act in their individual states as to the 
support of the platform and national 
ticket, as the Dem.ocvu.ts of their states 
desire. But oven this latter proposition 
Is tempered, and the action may not 
take place. 1£ the silver majority does 
not Inordinately trample upon the rights 
and privileges of the gold minority. In 
these resolves the goLd men say they are 
backed by the unbroken Democratic 
principles of majority rule. Such Tam- 
many men as Senator Cantor, Congress- 
man Sulzer and John C. Sheehan assert 
that they will abide by wha.t the ma- 
jority does, and will not bolt or refuse to 
vote on any question. The majority o[ 
the New.York delegates are apparently 
of the same mind, ii.nd^ Massachusetts 
and Pennoylvania. the other leading 
states In the gold movement, are in 
sympathy. 


A3 to the action of the convention on 


the temporary chairmanship, the dele- 
gates will fight tooth and nail for Hill, 
and they are very chipper with the hope 
that they may secure a number of silver 
votes to aid them. It has been developed 
that gold men, to make a show of fair- 
ness in the convention, will vote to un- 
seat the Nebraska gold men seated by 
the national committee, and will ask 
support In return from the silver men 
for the Michigan gold men and for Hill. 
The silver men on the contrary seem to 
be afraid that there will be a division ot 
their forces on the Hill question that 
may hurt their cause.

rumored that Boies has been dickering 
for the eastern vote, and that a few 
silver states that have had Vice Presi- 
dent Stevenson In mind are also looking 
to .New Tork and other gold states for 
votes.

The cause of the fire is a mystery, There was no window or opening 


near the origin of the blaze and the authorities think a rat nest was prob- 
ably the true cause. This was the most serious of the fires in the matter of . 
damage. The building is owned by J. Tyler Stevens.

When stone is crushed it falls 
into pans carried along on a chain, and Is 
dumped into a screen which is perforated 
tho holes ranging from 1-2 inch to 21-2 
inches in diameter.

through one of these holes into a box. 
The bin will hold 150 tons nnd the ca- 
pacity of the crusher is 230 to 300 tons a 
day.
